Unsure, yet unafraid, the class of 1972 stepped through the doors of A.H.S. 
for the first time in September of 1968. Now, as the graduating class of Aga- 
wam High, we proudly reflect upon our fond memories and accomplishments. 


Appointing competent leaders was the first responsibility of the class. Elected 
to be freshmen officers were: Michael Ramah, president; Nancy DeCosmo, 
vice-president; Linda Howe, treasurer; and Pam Wing, secretary. Following a 
sit-down strike in 1968 and much controversy, the dress code was modified, 
allowing girls to wear pants to school. A psychedelic dance with the featured 
band, ‘Sharper Edge of Dull’ was our first fund raising activity. The profit 
from the dance and the concession at the Winter Carnival, held in February, 
helped establish a treasury to assure a bright future. 


Our sophomore year was ably guided by Mike Ramah after he successfully 
completed the job the preceding year. Nancy DeCosmo was re-elected vice- 
president; Maureen Amaral became secretary and Pam Wing, treasurer. New 
ideas and activities rose among the class. The Longmeadow-Agawam ex- 
change dance provided the opportunity for schools to combine personalities.

Although the year was full of triumph it was also sad- 
dened by the retirement of Mr. Harris.
